That diversified farming is the pro­ 


gram of the Wilbarger county farmer 


this year seems certain from conver­ 


sation with a number of those who 


were on tile streets Saturday. 
Nearly 


all are planting more garden than has 


been their custom in previous years, 


and the plans for more feed and less 


cotton are almost unanimous. 
As one 


man 
expressed 
it, “We are going to 


take advantage of the splendid pros­ 
pects this year to prepare against a dry 
season next year. It is a common sense 
business proposition that tile farmers 
should practice 'safe farming," which 
means that he should live al. home as 
much as possible 
and 
raise an over­ 
supply of feed stuff.” 
Following is tin* “safe farming" pro­ 
gram a s laid out by the rutted States 
Department of Agriculture: 
“First 
A home garden 
for 
every 
farm family in the South to supply the 
home needs for lilt* maximum number 
of days in the year, with a sufficient 
surplus (ti be canned, stored or dried 
for future list*, including an ample sup­ 
ply <if Irish ami sweet potatoes and. 
wherever 
possible, 
a small patch of 
cane or sweet sorghum to produce tin* 
home syrup. 
“Second—Tie* production of corn on 
every farm sufficient to maintain the 
family and tin* livestock in ample food 
mid feed for a year, 
In western Tex­ 
as 
and 
Oklahoma 
grain 
sorghums 
should Ik* substituted in place of corn. 
“Third 
Produce the hay and forage 
necessary to 
amply supply 
the live­ 
stock tm tin* farm for o n e year with all 
excess for the saki* of safety. 
Special 
attention should bt* given to the sum­ 
mer legumes, velvet 
b e a n s , cowpea^. 
soy beans, and peanut-, e-peeially for 
feeding jmrpose- 
“Fourth—Produce tin meat, egg- and 
milk for every 
family 
on the farm. 
This means the production of hogs, cat­ 
tle and poultry ami the care and keep­ 
ing of good family cows. 
Livestock is 
necessary in order to oat up the other­ 
wise waste products of the farm and 
convert them into cash.

Produce 
your 
cotton on a 
moderato acreage, well prepared aud 
well tended. 
Bec ii re the best seed of 
the very best \ aliet ic-. 
“Sixth- Plan to md 
ill family aud 
farm expenses from tim surplus prod­ 
ucts of the farm outside of the cotton 


crop, and lo have iii 'he fall of J5115) a 


good supply of laying liens, at least two 
milk cows for every family, hogs in the 
lot to fill the fatuity smokehouse dur­ 
ing the winter, p o t a t o e s either in the 
bank, the cellar or the storehouse for 
w inter's use, cairned or dried vegetables 
ami fruits, and a barrel of molasses 
for the family: a crib <>l corn suffi- 
clent to 
last until 
the next crop is 
made. with good Aerage facilities for 
protecting same. aud ample hay and 
forage for the livestock.
